And afterwards, 
Lord Egerton, the Chancellor, a great and grave 
Orator, &c. But his learned and able, (though 
unfortunate) Succeſlor, [| Lord Bacon } js hey 
who hath filled up all members, and performed 
that in our tongue, which may be. compar*dior 
prefer*d, either to infolent Greece or havyghty 
Rome, In ſhort, within his view, and about his 
times,were all vire Wits born,thaz could-bonoor 
a language orhelp ſtady. Now things daily fall z 
Wits grow. andEloquence goes batk- 
ward : So that he maybe nam*d and ſtand asthe 


Fnd alittle after, My conceitofhis Perſon was-. 
never increaſed toward him, by his place or ho- 
nours- Burt have and dv reverence him, for the 
greatneſs that was only proper to himſelf,in that 
be ſeem*d\tg.me ever by his works angof the 
greateſt men, and moſt worthy of admiration, 
that had been in many Ages. In his Adverſity 1 
ever prayed, that God would give him ſtrength, 
for greatneſs he could not want. Neither could 
I condole in a wordor ſyllable for him; as kgow- 
ing. no Accident could do harm to Vertue, but 
rather help to make it manifeſt.

Bonarerum ſecundarum optabilia, adverſarum mira- 
bilia, Certainly, 1f Miracles be the command 
over Nature, they appear moſf ii Aaverſiey, fx 
is yer a higher ſpeech of his, than the other, 
(much too high for a Heathen) / 5s true greas- 
neſs to bave in one the frailty of a Man, and the 
ſecurity of a God «Vere magnum babcre ragilitatem 
hominss, ſecuritatem Des. This would have done 
better inPoeſie, where tranſcendeficies are more 
allowed. And the Poets indeed have been buſie 
with it; for it is in effett the thing, which is 
figured in that ſtrangeFiction of the ancient Po- 
ets, which ſezmerh not to be without myſtery ;

calVertue. Proſperity is the Bleſling of the O1d

theOtdTeſtament,if you liſten to David*s Harp, 
you ſhall hear as many Hearſ-like Ayres, as Ca- 
rols. And the Pencil of the Holy Ghoſt hath la- 
bonred more in deſcribing the Afflictions of Fob, 
than the Felicities of Solomon. Proſperity is not 
withont many fears and Conan ey is 
not without comforts and hopes. We ſee in 
Needle-works and Embroyderies, it is more 
pleaſing to have a lively work woo aſad andſo- 
lemn ground, than F have a dark 7 
choly Work upon a lightfome ground.. Judge 
therefore of the pleaſice of. the Heart, by the 
pleaſure of the Eye. Certainly Vertue is like 
recious Odours, moſt fragrant when they are 
mcenſed or cruſhed : For Proſperity doth beſt 
diftover Vice, but Adverſity.doth beſt diſcover 
Vertue,

- But 
little do men perceive what Solztxde-is,' and how 
far ig-extendeth: for a Crown is not Company, 
and Faces are but a Gallery of 'PiCtures, and 
Talk but a Thinksng Cymbal, where there is no

It is a ſtrange thing to obſerve, how highs 
Rate great Kings and Monarchs do ſet upon thi 
Fruit of Friendſhip whereof-we ſpeak ; ſo great 
as they purchaſe it many times at the hazard:of 


their own Safety and Greatneſs. For Princes 


in regard of the diſtance of their.Fortune from 
that of their Subjects and Servants, cannot g#+ 
ther this Fruit, except (to-make T hemſelves ca 
pable thereof) they raiſe ſome Perſons t6 be; 
it were, Companions, and--almoſt Equals to 
themſelves, which many times forteth to Incon- 
- venience. The modern"Languages give unto 
fuch Perſans the name of Favorses or Privadat, 


as if it. were matter of Grace or Converſation. 


But the Romar name attaineth the true Uſe and 
Cauſe thereof, naming them:Participes Curarum| 
for it is that which tyeth the knot. And we ſet 
plaialy that this hath been done, not by weak 
and Paſſionate Princes only. but by the Wiſeſt,and
